The Safety Instructional Sygtemls approach to traffic safety is' 
oriented to improving psycho-rtootor skills. The system^is a traffic 
safety curriculum that consists of one voluitffe j^er grade. Each volume 
contains a section on bicycle safety. A ^epkrate volume, the ^'Teacher's 
Guide To Bike Basics," and a 72-fraine filmstrip are provided for 
second graders. -The activities are designed to be integrated into 
existing classroom programs and a subject-area cross reference is prc^ 
vided. A 65-page pamphlet of rules and laws is available 'for begin- 
ning cyclists. Other volumes for higher grade levels provide 
decision-making' activities and deal with motor skills. The K-2 volumes 
emphasize practice to * imp rove eye-hand coordination and other psycho- 
motor * skills (deficiencies in these skills have been correlated with 
accidents among youngsters).
